for another two hours. 
There is o fear in some 
quarters that any extension 
of closing hours would only 
encourage the incidence of 
misbehaviour which ip com- 
mon to parks the world 
over, But the proviston of 
adequate lighting find 
possibly o small increase in 
supervision wculd effective- 
ly reduce any such mis- 
conduct relying as it does 
on the cover of darkness 
and the employment of 
stealth. It is arguable nny- 
way whether the carly 
closing of parks {fs any 
deterrent to this sort of 
thing. As the saying goes; 
where there's a will thero's 
u way. And when there aro 
no parks available, people 
bent on mischief will. al- 
ways find other  alter- 
natives,

In hundreds of churches, 
not only in the United 
States, but all over the 
world the light that streams 
through the tall windows is 
touched to magic colours by 
the artistry of » small group 
of workers in a Dublin 
studio. 

These workers, under be- 
spectacied, beaming William 
Dowling, are reviving a craft 
which is as old as Ireland it- 
self. Over the past three 
years, thelr exports of stained- 
glass windows to American 
churches have een _ nettin, 
them $100,000 a year, Not ba 
for ust 13 craftsmen = un- 
hurriedly plying their alcilled 
trade. 

The present-day pedigree of 
Irish stained-glass goes back no 
further than 60 years, With the 
suppression of religion in Ire- 
land during the. Tudor times 
and the desloation wrought by 
Cromwell's sol re almost 4 
century later, a piece of 
mediaeval irish. stained-glass 
was left . 

After Catholic - pation 
in 1829, churciies in Ireland 
again went in for the mecessary 


luxury of stalned-glass windows, 
These were Imported from Eng- 
Jand and the Continent and the 
works were based on unlovely 
German models. 

Some of them may still be 
seen in. Iroiand’s churches, but 
gradually th are being re- 
placed by the home product. 

SLAVISH COPIES 

Until the Irish  stoincd- 
glass went into America some 
four Years ago, the fashion in 
the United States was for some- 
thing conceived In. terms of 
cealism—almost like the repro- 
duction of pictures in glass.

GIVES ME A SHOCK 


I saw General Franco In 1950 
at the summer residence of the 
former King, just outside Mad- 
rid It jas a big, rambling 
Spanish white house surrounded 


now by barracks. At Its gates 
ure Franco’s Moorish guards, 
ine men in resplendent 
uniforms. 


I attempted to luke no photo- 
graph of them, bat one of my 
two plain-clothes guards tore 
the camer out of my hand and 
said: “No, you must not de 
that; they would kil you.

Franco bhinself I saw dn his 
austere but beautifully furnist- 
ed oMice, It is a large, slightly 
sombre room with never a paper 
out of place on the desk of 
Spanish oak.

“GOLF FOR LADIES 


Watch Your Hips, Madam! 
—And Don’t Be 
Afraid Of Your Strength 


Says BERNARD HUNT 


Nine out of ten of the ladies who come for golf instruction overswing, And 
the same proportion need an extraordinary amount of convincing that the ball in 
golf is meant to be hit and hit hard. Because they have heard it said somewhere 
that you should “swing slowly” they approach their shots as though they are in a 


slow ballet movement. 


The result is neither ballet nor golf.. 


No, ladies, if it’s gentility you are after, stick to lawn tennis or croquet. In 


golf you ‘have to make your hands really work hard and you must get the 


idea 


firmly in your mind that you have to hit that little white ball as nearly like a man 


as possible. 


I do not suggest that this is 
a graceless game for women. 
The good strikers of the ball— 
players Mike Bunty Stevens of 
today and Diana Fishwick of a 
few years ago — are poems of 
movement as they crack into 
the ball, 


Their grace comes from the 
timing and power of their shots. 
All I do suggest is that there {s 
no beauty in the half-hearted 
overswinging of so many of our 
handicap players. The sheer 
act of overswinging and of 
coming into the ball much too 
slowly prevents them from ever 
achieving the success they seck. 


Don't get me wrong. I am 
not deing oo critical of bad 
shots, but no profesional could 
get good shots if he swung into 
the ball as slowly in- 
decisively as too many women 
do, All I am trying to do here 
is impress on you that there is 
no half-way mark in the 
approach to a golf ball. You 
have to hit it—and hit it hard. 


CONCENTRATE ‘ON 
SHOULDERS 


First let us. get rid of the idea 
that a long loping is 
necessary. It isn’t, ‘Some of 
the people who hit the ball best 
have little more : than half swings. 
For most ladics' a throo-quarter 
swing would probably be more 
profitable and far better °con- 
trolled than a full one. In the 
main I have found that the 
chief cause of the overswing {s 
a much too frée turn of the 
hips as the club fs taken back. 

I belleve that if the concen- 
tration were more on the turn 


of the shoulders than the. hips— | post 


os you “pivot — the over-all 


success would be better. Cer- 
tainly it ts worth trying. As 
soon as you get the feel of the 
ehorter swing you will find tho 
ball will fly just as far, if not 
farther, and that you will 
achieve far greater consistency. 


And now for the hands, Far 
too many Indies I have met 
have taken refuge in the excuse 
‘that they haven't the strength 
in their, wrists and hands 
needed for strong hitting at 
‘golf. That may be so up to a 
point. But it is not half as true 
as many ladies would have you 
believe. “ Just watch those same 
ladies wield a scrubbing brush 
or a paint brush ot spring 
cleaning time or sec how they 
move even the heaviest piece of 
furniture that is in their way! 

1 do not suggest that a woman 
can match a man’s power. 
What I do say is that far too 
few women make the most of 
the power. they really have. 


MAKE CLUBHEAD WHISTLE 


After all, the secret of every 
good golf shot Iles in the appll- 
cation of power op the club- 
head moves into the last two 
fect of its swing into the ball. 
And it is the hands, compelling 
late acceleration of speed in 
the clubhead, which produce It. 
The shorter -your swing, 
generally speaking, the caster it

That is the hard work of 
better golf for ladies—shorter 
swinging instead of over-~ 
swi and the building up 
and application of hand power.
